Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


It  is  ray  pleasure  to  introduce  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  1970. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Dr.  R.C.  Webster  retired  after  having 
been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  over  thirty  years. 

The  vital  statistics  are  comparable  with  previous  years.  During 
the  year  there  were  468  Live  Births,  giving  a birth  rate  of  18.3  per 
thousand,  as  opposed  to  the  national  average  of  l6.0.  There  were 
428  deaths,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  14.6  as  compared  to  the  national 
avereige  of  11.7.  There  were  eleven  Infant  Deaths. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  does  not  call  for  any 
particular  comment. 

I am  sure  that  Dr.  Webster  would  wish  me  to  convey  his 
indebtedness  to  Mr.  H.  Rarasbottom  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Mr.  P.H.  Watson,  his  Deputy,  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Ihiblic 
Health  Department  for  their  unfailing  help  in  the  year.  Dr.  Webster 
would  also  wish  me  to  convey  his  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  Officers,  for  their 
assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

Sanatoria  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Tuberculosis  Scheme  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
and  Regional  Hospital  Board,  but  the  Area  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Nurse 
maintain  close  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Department,  furnishing 
particulars  about  housing  conditions  and  environment  generally.

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Environraental  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1970. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  further  inroads  had  been  made  into  the 
systematic  clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  the  Ashton  Street  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  had  been  confirmed. 

Further  Orders  had  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  year, 
the  Ellenshaw  Areas  and  the  Brunswick  Street  Area. 

The  Brunswick  Street  Area  although  small  in  size  was  the  completion 
of  a larger  area  comprising  Malta  Street  and  part  of  Hannah  Street. 

Steady  progress  is  also  being  made  with  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  numbers  6 and  7 Smoke  Control  Orders  had  been 
confirmed  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1971 • 

Vandalism  continues  to  cause  concern  and  costs  the  Corporation  a 
great  deal  of  money  in  bricking-up  unoccupied  houses. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  vandalism  can  and  has  caused 
changes  in  the  priority  of  clearance  areas  and  the  programme  has  to  be 
constantly  revised  because  of  this. 

There  is  very  little  progress  to  be  reported  regarding  General 
Improvement  Areas.  Whilst  individual  owner  occupiers  of  better  class 
houses  in  the  town  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  improvement  grants 
available,  there  has  been  a marked  lack  of  enthusiasm  by  occupiers  of 
houses  in  the  streets  of  the  Ellenshaw  Area  which  the  Corporation 
recommended  should  be  the  first  area  to  be  considered  in  conjunction 
with  clearance  and  redevelopment  of  another  part  of  the  area. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  J.  Bolton  who  had  been  Chief  Clerk  in 
the  Office  since  1949  and  had  been  dogged  by  ill  health  for  the  preceding 
two  years,  retired  on  medical  grounds  and  I would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Bolton’s  long  and  valued  service  whilst  in  the 
employment  of  the  Department. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Webster  and  Dr.  Hutchinson 
for  their  help  and  also  the  staff  and  employees  of  the  Department, 
particularly  my  Deputy,  Mr.  P.H.  Watson,  for  their  keeness  and 
00— operation  and  finally  to  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

Thc(  town  is  served  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board.  Water  is 
supplied  as  follows:- 

(a;  The  high  level  Siinnyhurst  storage  reservoir  which  was 
constructed  in  1875.  Situated  over  900  ft.  above  sea 
level  it  has  a capacity  of  92  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  lower  level  Earnsdale  impounding  reservoir 

constructed  in  1863.  Situated  over  700  ft.  above 
sea  level  it  has  a capacity  of  100  million  gallons. 

When  reservoir  stocks  are  depleted  to  a level  below  the 
control  line,  the  di.fference  is  made  up  by  bringing  water  from  the 
Fishmoor  Treatment  Plant  at  Blackburn. 

Work  completed  in  recent  years  to  improve  the  Darwen  supply 
system  consists  of:~ 

(a)  The  construction  at  Sunnyhiirst  of  a reinforced  concrete 
clear  water  tank  of  0.8  million  gallons  capacity,  covered 
with  an  aluminium  roof. 

(b)  The  construction  of  a similar  type  of  tank  at  Earnsdale  of 
0.9  million  gallons  capacity. 

(c)  The  Earnsdale  pump  house,  which  is  a brick  built  super- 
structure on  a reinforced  concrete  sub- s true ture . 

(d)  The  renoveition  of  two  existing  slow  sand  filters  at 
Sunnyhurst . 

(e)  The  construction  of  a new  building  at  Sunnyhurst  to  house 
lime  dosing  equipment,  and  a further  building  to  house  the 
ozone  treatment  plant,  together  with  mess  room  accommodation.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


During  the  year  a further  13  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  the 
fresh  water  system.  The  total  now  remaining  is  458, 

It  is  inteiesting  to  note  that  in  1949j  18^  of  premises  in  the  Borougli 
used  waste  water  closets  and  the  figure  is  now  approximately  4^.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  River  Darwen  continues  to  be  polluted  by  industrial  waste 
effluents  and  used  as  a dumping  ground  for  unwanted  refuse. 

CLEAN  AIR 


On  the  domestic  front,  the  implementation  of  smoke  control  was  made 
more  difficult  by  the  short  supply  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  and  the 
Corporation  resolved  to  apply  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  a temporary  suspension  of  existing  smoke  control  orders. 

This  was  granted  initially  for  a period  of  three  months  but  at  the  end 
of  this  time  because  the  supply  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  had  gradually 
deteriorated  a further  suspension  was  sought  which  was  granted  for  a period 
of  twelve  months  ending  on  the  30th  April,  1971. 

In  spite  of  these  sei  backs  the  Corporation  have  continued  with  their 
programme  of  smoke  control  and  Orders  No.  6 and  7 were  confirmed  in 
October  1970  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1971. 

In  the  meantime  inspections  were  proceeding  on  the  No.  8 Area  which 
was  scheduled  to  come  into  operation  in  the  autumn  of  1971. 

When  the  No.  8 Area  is  in  operation  this  will  have  completed  a 
further  important  phase  in  the  Clean  Air  programme  as  there  will  then  be 
large  smokeless  areas  on  both  the  North  and  South  sides  of  the  town. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  town  a continuous  area  from  the  Blackburn 
boundary  to  a line  bounded  by  Hollins  Grove  Street  and  the  northern  side 
of  Earnsdale  Road  will  be  smokeless  whilst  in  the  south  a continuous 
area  from  the  furton  boundary  to  a line  bounded  by  Epworth  Street  and 
Grimshaw  Street  will  also  be  smokeless. 

The  next  area  to  be  surveyed  is  the  proposed  No.  9 Area  which  will 
involve  a total  of  3^3  premises  in  the  Earnsdale  Area  to  he  followed  by 
an  adjoining  area  in  the  Harwood  Street/Avondale  Road  district.

in  roost  towns  with  n development  hackcround  of  the  industrial  ape  of 
the  late  19th  century,  certain  area«  of  Darwen  are  knowr>  to  be  rat-prone  and 
conse(|uent 1 y are  regularly  and  vigorously  surveyed.  Infestations  arc  therefore 
contained  to  a minimum  and  little  scope  is  given  to  movement  of  rat  population 
outwards  to  surrounding  areas.  Areas  covering  the  Uiver  Darwen  and  its 
tributaries  which  exist  in  the  town  centre,  undeveloped  clearance  areas  and  a 
number  of  "fincient"  sewerage  systems  can  be  relied  on  to  maintain  a limited 
number  of  rats  and  in  the  light  of  experience  only  complete  modernisation 
of  these  areas  will  reduce  tlie  rodent  meiiace  to  a minimum. 

Irresponsible  dumping  of  rubbish  and  refuse,  badly  managed  building 
sites  with  poor  canteen  facilities,  the  age  old  custom  of  feeding  the  birds 
throughout  the  year  and  the  dereliction  of  vacated  property  by  wanton 
vandalism  all  result  in  the  possibility  of  the  encouragement  of  rodents. 

Anti-coagulant  poisons  still  prove  effective  and  kill  rats  in  the 
Borough . 

Mice,  as  previously  reported,  are  troublesome  to  eradicate  and 
disinfestation  methods  vary  according  to  circumstances.  Alidiachloralose 
performs  a useful  service  and  it  has  occasionally  been  found  necessary  to 
use  more  toxic  poisons  such  as  arsenic.  Nests  of  mice  are  still  found  in 
unusual  places  i.o.  the  insulation  of  a refrigerator,  a disused  carpet 
sweeper  and  cupboard  drawers  being  some  examples.  Young  mice  are  being 
found  in  most  months  of  the  year  especially  in  domestic  disinfestations 
indicating  that  breeding  conditions  must  be  approaching  the  ideal  in  many 
circumstances.  One  can  speculate  on  the  improved  environment  being  beneficial 
to  the  life  cycle  of  the  rodent  as  well  as  the  life  span  of  homo-sapi ens I 

Private  disinfestation  companies  continue  to  play  their  part  in  industry 
and  commerce  and  prove  very  co-operative  with  the  Department. 


raST  CONTROL 


Cockroaches  continue  to  be  a constant  source  of  nuisance  and  prove 
difficult  to  eradicate.  The  harbourage  provided  for  their  development 
especially  in  some  of  the  older  terraced  dwellings  where  flagged  floors, 
random  stone  walls  and  poorly  built  up  fireplace  openings  predominate  effects 
formidable  protection  for  their  defence.  Ruthless  and  systematic  structural 
work  has  therefore  been  necessary  to  find  the  hot  bed  of  infestation  in  order 
to  guarantee  clearance  from  infestation.  Slum  Clearance  of  dwellings  has 
also  been  blamed  for  the  migration  of  cockroaches  to  near  by  dwellings. 

No  unusual  insect  infestations  were  discovered  during  the  year,  the 
wasp,  fly  and  golden  spider  beetle  seasons  providing  the  usual  crop  of 
routine  disinfestations. 

It  is  worthy  of  comment  to  remark  that  the  problem  of  condensation  in 
many  properties  has  brought  re(|uests  to  advise  on  the  appearance  of  ()SOcids  - 
book  lice  - which  although  of  no  public  health  significance  are  aesthetically 
objectionable , 
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These  tiny  insects  vary  in  colour  according  to  the  minute  fungi  they  feed 
on  and  are  seen  in  kitchens  where  unit  systems  are  popular.

Since  the  Housing  Act  19^9  came  into  operation  the  Corporation  have 
proceeded  to  implement  the  Clearance  Area  programme  and  one  area  the 
Ashton  Street  No.  1 Area  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  and  demolition 
work  is  now  being  carried  out. 

The  Ellenshaw  Area  which  was  the  second  area  submitted  was  the  subject 
of  a public  inquiry  and  has  not  yet  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry. 

A third  area,  the  Brunswick  Street  Area  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  confirmation.  No  objections  were  received  from  residents 
to  the  proposed  order. 

This  arefi  although  small  in  size  is  tied  up  with  premises  in 
Malta  Street  and  part  of  Hannah  Street  which  have  already  been  demolished. 

The  total  number  of  premises  to  be  demolished  in  the  areas  scheduled 
to  date  is  297  which  is  keeping  pace  with  the  numbers  recommended  to  be 
demolished  for  the  period  1967  - 1970.

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All  were  reported  genuine  with  the  exception  of  2 samples  beef 
sausage  and  one  sample  of  pork  sausage  which  were  slightly  low  in  meat 
content. 

In  addition  6 samples  of  sausage  contained  preservatives  without  the 
usual  declaration  by  legible  sign  that  this  was  so. 

Four  samples  of  milk  were  reported  as  low  in  solids  not  fat.

Complaint  of  foreign  matter  in  loaf.  Investigations  revealed  the 
presence  of  particles  of  old  dough  in  the  loaf. 

Complaint  of  foreign  matter  in  loaf.  This  was  found  to  be  small 
fragments  from  a conveyor  belt. 

Complaint  of  mould  in  cheese  slices.  This  was  probably  due  to  the 
covering  material  being  damaged  at  some  stage  probably  during  transit. 

Complaint  of  mould  in  walnut  cake.  Investigations  revealed  that  the 
shelf  life  had  been  exceeded  for  this  commodity. 


Complaint  of  mould  in  Swiss  Roll.  The  shelf  life  had  again  been 
exceeded  in  this  case. 


Complaint  of  small  quantity  of  extraneous  matter  in  bottle  of  mineral 
water.  This  was  almost  certainly  due  to  a dirty  bottle  leaving  the 
washing  plant  and  being  missed  in  the  subsequent  inspection. 


Complaint  of  foreign  body  in  a black  pudding.  This  was  found  to  be 
a small  quantity  of  hessian  string. 


Complaint  of  film  on  the  internal  side  of  a mineral  bottle.  Inves  g- 
ations  revealed  that  this  was  probably  a bottle  missed  during 
inspection  of  bottles  leaving  the  washing  plant.  The  washing  plant 

was  working  satisfactorily. 


Complaint  of  small  insects  in  tin  of  raspberries  undetected  durin« 
inspection  of  fruit  prior  to  canning. 
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(10)  Complaint  of  butter  sponge.  This  commodity  was  found  to  be  wrongly 
labelled  and  did  not  contain  butter.  This  was  due  to  human  error 
by  the  bakery  staff  when  labelling  the  product. 

(11)  Complaint  of  stain  in  sliced  loaf.  This  was  found  to  be  a sninli 
quantity  of  vegetable  oil  which  had  almost  certainly  come  from  the 
slicing  machine. 

In  all  these  cases  the  firms  concerned,  were  formally  warned  by  letter 
to  take  every  care  to  prevent  recurrence  of  this  type  of  complaint.

NUISANCE  FROM  NOISE 


Mainly  due  to  the  activities  of  the  District  Inspectors  there  has 
been  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  noise  complaints  nnd  with  the 
increased  co-operation  from  industrial  concerns  in  the  town  it  is  hoped 
this  tendency  will  continue. 

The  main  complaints  this  year  have  been  from  people  annoyed  by 
noise  particularly  during  the  evening  and  during  the  night  from  Extractor 
Fans,  Compressors  and  in  one  case  temporary  use  of  grinding  machines 
outside  normal  working  hours. 

Noise  nuisance  has  also  been  caused  by  stationary  public  transport 
vehicles  particularly  in  the  early  morning. 

On  the  domestic  front  the  main  complaints  this  year  have  been  through 
noise  from  dogs  which  is  a hardy  annual. 
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It  makes  one  wonder  whether  the  powers  that  be  have  got  their 
priorities  right  when  the  dog  licence  remains  at  37^  i>cnce  after  all  these 
years  and  we  are  now  awaiting  the  advent  of  kk  ton  lorries  and  bigger  and 

noisier  public  transport  vehicles.

Conditions  at  private  tips  are  showing  a big  improvement  although 
the  occasional  tip  tends  to  give  trouble  from  time  to  time  mainly  froiu 
nuisance  from  burning.  Constant  surveillance  and  the  advent  of  new 
planning  conditions  however  keeps  tip  nuisances  down  to  the  minimum. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  FOOD  POISONING 

A total  of  34  visits  were  made  during  the  year  regarding  the 
investigation  of  infectious  diseases.  There  were  4 cases  of  Food 
Poisoning  reported  during  the  year,  3 cases  of  Salmonella  Typhi-murium 
and  one  case  of  Salmonella  Enteritidis.
